An informal examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.3 12.

The specification has been amended as follows: 

In the last line of the paragraph beginning at page 49, line 17 (replacement paragraph 
received March 30, 2004): "di(9-pheny lanthry lphenyl)adamantine" has been changed to 
— di(9-pheny lanthry lpheny 1) adamant ane— . 

In the second line of the paragraph beginning at page 56, line 2 (replacement paragraph 
received March 30, 2004): "benzothiazoly lanthry 1)" has been changed to 
— benzooxazolylanthryl— . 

In the last line of the paragraph beginning at page 56, line 2 (replacement paragraph 
received March 30, 2004): "benzothiazolylanthrylphenyl)" has been changed to 
—benzooxazolylanthrylphenyl)--. 
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This communication is in response to Applicant's proposed Amendment under 37 CFR 
1.116 received March 30, 2004. The amendment was submitted via fax with a postcard receipt 
showing the amendment was originally filed February 1 1, 2004. The original submission has not 
yet been scanned into the electronic file. For the communication received March 30, 2004, the 
examiner notes that the signature of applicant's representative appears only on the facsimile 
coversheet. 

Applicant's amendment amends the specification, cancels all finally rejected claims and 
adds new claims 34-41. The issues raised in the final rejection are not applicable to the new 
claims. The examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's arguments regarding the prior art 
rejection based on the patent to Suzuki et al. (US 5,420,351), but since the issue is moot, no 
further discussion is deemed necessary. 

Regarding the interpretation of claim 37, with claims 38-40 dependent therefrom: 
Claim 37 recites "each of Ri through R 8 represent substituents including hydrogen". This 
language could be interpreted as requiring each of Ri through R 8 to represent a substituent that 
comprises hydrogen. Alternatively, the language could be interpreted more broadly to mean that 
each of Ri through R 8 may represent any substituent, and that the substituent may be hydrogen. 
The examiner interprets the claim language as having the broader meaning. The broader 
meaning is supported by specific compounds set forth in the original specification in which some 
of Ri through Rs represent hydrogen, and is supported by dependent claim 40 which sets forth a 
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Markush group of substituents that lists some possible substituents that do not include hydrogen 
(e.g. "halogen" and "nitro group"). 

With respect to the examiner's amendment, the two changes to the paragraph beginning 
at page 56 are consistent with changes made to the paragraph by applicant in the amendment 
filed August 26, 2003. Compound 27 contains benzooxazole groups rather than benzothiazole
